" AnOtdinance of the Lords and Com- 
mons Aſlembled in Parliament. 


He Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, taking 
into their ſcriaus conſiderations, the heavie preſſures and 

= calamities, which now lye upon this Kingdom,by this ur- 
naturall war raiſed againſt the Parliament ; and that notwith- 
ſanding all their faithfull and unceflant Endeavours, for the 
preſerving of His Majeſtic, and the whole Kingdome from thr 
miſchievous,and reſtlefle deſignes of Papiſts, & ilaffeRed per - 
ſons (whoſe aymis the cn__ of our Religion, Lawes, and 
Liberties.)Yet their Counſels and praQtifes are {till fo prevaler.: 
with His Majcſtie, and the hearts of many people fo.mitled, & 
beguiled by their falſe pretences and infinuations , that nothing 
can be expected, but ruine and defolation, unleſſe God in mercy 
prevent it, and incline His Majeſties heart to the faithfull ad- 
vice of His great Conncell of Parliament;which hath ever been, 
and is (under Gad the chief ſupport of His Royall Dignity, and 
the ſceurity of all that we have, or can enjoy. And forthar it 
is molt agrecable to common Iuſtice, that the citates of fuch no- 
rorious Delinquents, as have becn.he cauſes or Inſtruments of 
che publique caſamiies which have been hitherto imployed to 
the fomenting,and nouriſhing of theſe miſerable DiftraQtions, 
ſhould be converted, and afpliyed towards the ſupportation of 
the great charges ofthe Common-weakh,and for the eaſing of 
the good SubjeAs therein, who have hitherto born the greateſt 
ſhare in theſe burthens :

and of ſuch other perſons, as ſhall atany other time hereafter be 
appointed and nominated by- both Houſes of Parliament, for 
any County, City, or place within the Reafts bf England » Or 
Dominion of Y/ales: Which faid Sequeſtrators''and Commit- 
rees, or any two or more of them in each ſeverall County, City, 
or place reſpeRively, are hereby authorized, and required, by 
themſelves, their Agents and: Deputies, to tak&,and ſeize into 
their hands and cuſtodies, as well all the Money, Goods, Chat- 
tels, Debts, and perſonall Eſtate ; as alſo alf, and every the 
Manrtbrs, Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments,Rents, Arrera- 
ges of Rents, Revenues and profits of all and every the ſaid 
Delinquents, or perſons before ſpecified, or which they, of any 
of them, or any other in truſt for them , or any of m— 
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their, or any of theiruſe or uſes, have, hath, or ſhall have; and 
alſo md os of all the Money, Goods, Chattcls, Debrs, and 
erfonall Eſtate 3-and two parts of all, and every the Mannote, 
ands;, Tenements, and Hereditamenty, Rents, Arrerages of 
ents, Revemes, and firofirs of all and every Papifſt, or which 
any other perſon hath'in truſt for any Papiſts, or to the uſe cr 
uſes of any Papiſts, and to let, ſer, and demiſe the ſame, or any 
part thereof, as the reſpetive Land-lord, of owner theteof, may 
6: might hve done;from/yeer toyeer; And ſhall have power to 
tall defore them , or any two of them, all Stewards, Bayliffes, 
Rent-gatherers, Auditors,or other Othcers, or fervants, as well 
of the ſaid Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deans, Deans and Chapters, 
Prebends, Archdeacons, as of all and eyery other of the ſaid 
D#linuents*or TE ſpecified ;-and to ſend for, or 
take any Bookes of Accomprs, Rentals, copies of Court-Roll, 
or other Evidences, Writings, or Memorials, touching the Pre- 
miſſes, or any of them, -'xnd rhereby, and by all other waies and 
mers, which to —E SequcItctors, or any yo or more of

or officers, 'or other perſon 6r perſons under them, for the bet- 
ter exptditing of this ſervice : Which ſaid perſons are hereby 
authorrz:d and enjoyned ro peroman and execute all and eve- 
ry the Commands of the ſaid Sequeſtritors, or Committees, or 
any two or 'morcof them "reſpectively, inand concerning the 
Premiſfcs ;- and (hall have ſuch allowanres for their paines and 
chitg&'in thar bettalfe, as the ſaid Sequeſtrators , or Commit- 
tees, or any two or more ofthemſhall thinke fir, And the faid 
Sequeſtrators, of Commitrets, or any two or more of them re- 
ſpectively; their Agents, and Depuries, within their ſeverall Li- 
mits, ſhall haye power, and are hereby authorized, and required 
tener into all, and every ſach Mannors, Meſſuages, Lands, Te- 
iements, and Hcreditaments , of alt and every the faid De- 
knquens, or perſons before ſpecified, and to receive ſuch Rents, .

.perſons, dwelling in or next the place,.to compell obedience to 
this Ordinance, where any reſiſtance ſhall be made, or as oft 
as need ſhalkrequire.. And ſhall have power to puniſh ſuch per- 
fon or perſons, as they (ball finde refraRtory, negligent, or faul- 
ey in the ſaid ſervice,by fine and impriſonment,ſuch fane not ex- 
cceding the ſum of twenty pounds ; or to cerrific their names ro 
the Commirtees of Loxds-and Commons , appointed for this 
ſervice ; who ſhall have power to ſend for them, or any of 
them, and tocommit them to fuch priſons,and places, and for ſo 
Hog time as they ſhal think fir.

Laſtly, it is ordained, That all and every the.faid Sequeſtra- 
- zors and Committces, ſhall have allowances for their neceſſary 
charges and paines in and about the premifles, as. they ſhall be 
allo:ved by both Houſes of Parliament, And that aſwell they, 2s 
all others who#ſhal! be imployed'in the ſaid fervice, or-ſhalt doc 
any ching is cxccurion or performance of this Ordinance, Thall 
be therein proteRted and ſaved harmelefle by the power and au- 
chority of both the ſaid Houſes.

And it is further ordained , that every ColleQor

6 2 Lords and Commons aſſembled.in Parliament, taking 
into their ſerious conſiderations, the many heavy preſſures 
and moſt grievous calamitics which now lie upon this King- 
dome, by this bloody and unnaturall war raifed againſt the 
Parliamenr,and that notwithſtanding all their faithfull and cor- 
fant endeavours for the preſerving of His Majeſty and the 
whole Kingdome, from the moſt crucll agd endlefle defignes of 
Papiſts,Delinquents,and ill-affeRed perſons; yet theic counſels 
and praiſes areſtil! _——_— with His Mayeſty,& the hearts 
of many-people ſo miſled and beguiled by their falſe prerencee,
